City councilmen win b« 
asked Tuesday evening to hire 
an architect for a new North 
Torrance library at one of two 
proposed sites.

The Ijbrary Commission has 
recommended that Weldon J. 
Fulton ft Associates be hired

For the new facility. Estimated 
cost of the new library hat 
been pegged at 182,000.

The sites under considera­ 
tion arc at Yukon Avenue and 
Artesia Boulevard, adjacent to 
the North Torrance fire sta­ 
tion, and on 182nd Street. A 
smaller library would be built 
if the 182nd Street site is se­ 
lected.

Preliminary plans call for 
the construction of a library to 
hold between 16,000 and 18,500 
volumes.

Also on the council agenda 
for Tuesday evening are two 
agreements with the Santa F« 
Railroad for grade crossing 
protection at the Intersections 
of Madrona Avenue with Carson 
Street and Sepulveda Boule­ 
vard. Traffic signals have al­ 
ready been Installed at the 
Sepulveda Boulevard Intersec­ 
tion, but cannot be put into 
service until the grade crossing 
signals are installed.

The city will share the cost 
of installation with the railway. 
Any street reconstruction re­ 
quired will be done by the city.
